Degrees of Urine and How the Urine is Generated, 


COPIED VERBATIM FROM A MEDICAL WORK PUBLISHED 1660, 


BY M. SCHIRMAN, M. D. 


JRINE is generated of nutriment or 
of food, viz: of meat and drink as 
followeth in the parts set forth, etc. 


1. First ground is by the teeth in- 


the mouth. 

2. Descendeth by the back part of 
the neck, through a pipe called meri 
cesophagus, into the stomack, and is 
there concocted into a white substance 
called chylus. 

3. It descends through an _ issue 
called pylorus in the bottum of the 
stomack, and entreth into the first gut 
called duodenum. 

4. It descendeth into the hungry gut 
called jejunum. 

5. It is drawn from jejunum, by five 
of the mesaraical or sucking veins, 
which chooseth out the best for blood. 


6. It is drawn into the great hollow 


vein called vena porta. 
7. It is drawn from vena porta in to 
the liver, and there is converted in o 


blood. 


8. It is drawn from the liver into the 
hollow vein again, the second time, to 
be refined and separated, etc. 

9. It is from thence sent each to his 
natural place and receptacle, as choler 


to the gall, and melancholy to the 


spleen; any waterish part to the emul- 
vent or sucking veins. 

10. [tis sent from the emulgent veins 
into the reins, and is there perfectly 
changed into urine. 


-. Jl. It is sent from the reins into the 


bladder. 

12. Lastly, by help of the muscles 
shutting and opening the neck of the 
bladder, is expelled by the vard in time 
of need. 

OF TWENTY-ONE CONDITIONS OF URINE 
BRIEFLY SET DOWN, 


1. Let the urinal be clean, of clear 
white glass and thin, the better to be- 
hold the urine. 

2. Enquire if it be made in the day 
or night; and if the patient make many 
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waters in the night, let each be kept by 
it self in a clean vessel. 

3. Also itis good to behold the ur ne 
presently after it is new made, to sce it 
if it give any residence, or within an 
hour after; and then an hour after, to 
see what residence it giveth, and the 
contents, and the regions. 

4. The place of beholding not being 
too bright, nor too dark; and if it be 
by candle light, let not the rays of the 
candle upon it, and be not deceived in 
the substance and color, nor contents, 
for day light is the best. 

oO. Let not the patient change his 


dyet, nor be fasting much a day or two 


before it be seen, because fasting 
changeth the urine. 


6. Note of what complexion the 


patient is in his health; for the sangu- 


ine and cholerick complexion hath 
lighter color than the flegmatick, or 


melancholy; therefore in men of cold 


complexions, the urine being high-col- 
oured, noteth the greater inflammation, 
more than in men of hot complexion, 
because it is their natural colour to be 
high coloured, ete. 

7. Observe alwayes if it be the urine 
of a man, or woman; for commonly the 
urines of men are generally higher 
colored than a womans; and one wo- 
man’s higher than another after the 
complexion, ete. 

8. Consider the age, for in big bodies 
and young, the urine by nature is high 
coloured, because heat aboundeth; but 
in old men and children the urine is 
but low coloured. 

9. Also mark the time of year, be- 
cause in summer, urine is higher col- 
oured than in any other season; and in 


the spring and autumn mean, and in 
winter lowest coloured. 

10. Note also the region and climate 
they dwell in, for in hot countries the 
urine is higher coloured than in cold, 
but in cold countries the urine is more 
white and rheumish. 

11. Garlick, onions, ginger, pepper, 
etc., hot things, cause higher colour, 
than others eating lettice, endive, suc- 
cory, and such cold things; many other 
things colour the urine. 

12. Also great labour causes a higher 
colour, than those using little and small 
exercise, whose urine is but low col- 
oured. 

13. Also anger chaffeth the blood, 
causing the higher colour; joy and 


mirth, causeth a mean; and sorrow and 
care, causeth a low rheumisb colour, 


ete. 

14. Long fasting causeth a_ high 
colour, but great eaters cause a low 
rheumish colour. 

15. Much watching, causeth high 
colour, and much sleeping causeth a 
rheumish colour. 

16 Over much use of women by lust 
causeth a rheumish urine, by decaying 


of natural heat. 


17. Also hot baths cause a high 
colour, and the cold baths cause urine 
to be more rheumish. 

18. Strength of the body causeth the 
higher colour, and weakness the more 


-rheumish and lower colour. As also in 


lean men the higher coloured, than in 
fat men; for their urine is more rheu- 
mish, and lower coloured, ete. 

19. Sometimes in a hot cholerick 
complexion, the urine appeareth rheu- 
mish, when it should be high coloured, 
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because cibbus hepalis, viz: certain 
veins of the liver be slopped, and so 
restraining the passage of the urine 
from his natural course, turning it to- 
wards the guts, and thereby choler 
which should colour the urine, is turned 
into the guts, and so the urine for 
want of choler becometh rheumish, or 
otherwise the choler goeth into the 
breast, causing disposition of vomit; 


and sometimes the choler overfloweth 


the whole body, causing the yellow 
jaundise, or a sharp fever, or a frenzy. 
Sometimes in a cold complexion, and 
a cold infermity the urine is very high 
coloured, even when it should be rheu- 
mish, as if the liver were weak; the 
reason is, because virtue segregative is 
weak; and then the humours pass away 
without separation the one from the 
other; by which means the urine appear- 
eth like water, wherein raw fish hath 
been washed; likewise in dropsie where- 
in the urine should be rheumish it 
is sometimes high coloured, and yet the 
dropsie not of a hot cause. 

20. Also in women with child their 
urines are clear, and diversly coloured; 
and from the beginning there appeareth 
contents like carded wooll. 

Also there is seen certain grains of 
small motes swimming about up and 
down in the urine; and some times a 
thing like black ink, and some filthy 
contents. 

Also if she be with child, the urine 
will have some clear streeks, and the 
most part shall be troubled, and the 
troubledness shall be reddish, in the 
manner of tawny; and these tokens do 
at no time fail, as soon as the child 
shall have life. 


If it be a man child, as soon as it 
hath life, the troubledness shall be thick- 
est above. If it be a maiden child, the 
troubledness shall be beneath. 

Also, if thou may’st see thy face in 
the urine of a woman, and that she 
have not a fever, and the urine having 
in it tawny contents, then she is with 
child, and these tokens never fail. Also 
urine of a woman white as whey, having 


also a cloud in the bottom with white 


showrings, sheweth she is with child. 
Likewise urine of a woman red as gold 
with a water circle above, signifieth she 
is with child. 

Also colour of lead, if she be with 


child signifieth the child is dead. If 


she be not with child and the urine be 
lead colour, and stinking, it signifieth 
the matrix 1s rotten. 

WATER OF A BEAST. 

21. [The water of a beast the nearer 
to the eye the physician holds it, the 
thinner it showeth and the farther off 
the sight, the thicker it showeth. And 
the water of the beast is more raw 1n 
smell and more salt.

IGITALIS: This remedy is indi- 
cated when these circulatory in- 
dications are present: A rapid, weak, 
easily compressible pulse; cough, cya- 


nosis. Dyspnoea and cedema may or 
not be present. 
successfully when the above symptoms 
are present if there be valvular incom- 


Digitalis 1s used 


petency of the aortic or mitral valves, or 


stenosis of the tricuspid. 


It should not be given when there is 


marked stenosis of the mitral or aortic 


valves, fatty degeneration of the heart, 
marked arterio-sclerosis, nor when the 
arterial tension is high and the pulse 
full and hard and slow, no matter what 
the disease. Digitalis is of little use, 
if not harmful, in inflammatory con- 
ditions of the heart. 

Cactus Grand: Fee leness of the 
heart’s action with irregularity, or ex- 


aggerated action of the heart, with 
irregularity, are particular indications 


for this remedy, no matter what the val- 
vular lesions. In feebleness it should 
be given in large doses, while in exag- 


~gerated or tumultuous heart’s action, 


the small dose is best. I very often 
combine it with gelsemium where there 
is marked irregularity, and have ob- 
tained very great satisfaction from the 
combination. It is particularly, valu- 
able in valvular insufficiency of the left 
heart. 

Strychnia: This is the remedy for 


weak heart, indicated by a very rapid 
beat or by an extremely slow and irreg- 


ular heart. It is the remedy in steno- 


sis of the aorta and mitral valves, and 


will give results not obtained by any 
other remedy. A moderate dose every 


three or four hours gives the best re- 


sults. In valvular insufficiency it will 
give as good results as in stenosis. 
Strophanthus: This remedy gives the 
best results in the feeble but regular 
pulse. It is a good remedy in inflam- 
matory heart conditions associated with 


‘small doses of aconite or bryonia. It 


is a good remedy in valvular insufh- 
ciency. I have had the best results 
from good sized doses, five to ten 
drops, every three or four hours. 

Convallaria and Apocynum: These 
remedies are of much value in valvular 
insufficiency where there 1s compensa- 
tory failure as shown by dropsy of the 
feet or legs. 

They are insufficient when there is 
creat abdominal dropsy. ‘They give 
good results when the pulse is slow, 
or rapid and feeble, when there is gen- 
eral fullness of the tissue. Podophyl- 
lum is often an excellent remedy to 
sive with them. Apocynum gives best 
results in small doses; convallaria in 
large doses. I often use oxydendron 
with these remedies when there is ab- 
dominal dropsy, for while it has no 
direct influence on the heart, it 1s one

of the best agents in the removal of 
serous fluid in the peritoneal cavity, 
and in this way relieves the heart of 
extra work. 
Crateegus: I have used this drug in 
hospital practice for about two years. 
Its action is like that of cactus, but I 
do not like it as well as the latter. It 


must be given in large doses. Its effects . 


are slow and the results often unsatis- 
factory. Many good reports have been 
made of its efficacy, and perhaps I have 
not used it properly, for I have not 
been able to verify the results of others. 

Spartiene: This remedy comes nearer 
being a heart tonic than any drug I 
know with the exception of strychnia. 

When the heart beats are unequal in 
vigor and, when the rythm is disturbed, 
whether the heart is rapid or slow, 
whether the valves are incompetent or 
both, spartiene, from one-half to one 
grain doses, will give prompt relief. 

The promptness of its action makes 
it valuable. 

Veratrum Viride is a good remedy in 
exaggerated heart's action with full 
bounding pulse, cardiac hypertrophy 
and no great valvular deficiency. The 
patient complains that the heart seems 
to pound hard against the chest. Mod- 
erate doses will relieve and at times 
such cases. 

Irregularity without appreciable heart 
lesion, palpitation with partial syncope, 
accompanied with precordial pains, will 
yield best to gelsemium and macrotys. 

A feeling of chest constriction, es- 
pecially the feeling as if the heart were 
in a vise, is quickly, sometimes instantly 
relieved by nitroglycerine, 1-100 or 
1-150 of a gr. given hypodermically. 


When such condition is chronic, lobelia 
or lycopus or both, in small doses, will 
frequently give permanent relief. 

For the pains of pseudo-angina, I 
know of nothing comparable to nitro- 
glycerin hypodermically and amyl 
nitrite by inhalation. True angina will 
often yield to this treatment, and when 


it does not, a combination of nitroglyc- 
erine, strychnia and morphine is effec- © 


tive. 
Aconite and bryonia are the reme- 

dies in acute endo or pericarditis. The 

sharp, lancinating pains, short cough 


and dyspnoea will slowly yield to them. 


Valvular deficiencies caused by vege- 
tations, which frequently cause a double 
valve sound, when accompanied with 
arterio-sclerosis, are often permanently 
cured by iodide of potash in small 
doses for a long period of time. 
_ There are many other remedies affect- 
ing the heart directly or indirectly— 
many that are of great value—but the 
ones mentioned will meet the urgent 
incications in most cases. 

It is needless for me to say that the 
treatment of diseases of the heart in- 
volves much more than the medical 
treatment. Proper hygiene, diet, ex- 
ercise and many other factors are to be 


considered with such medicine as is in- — 


dicated, not as a cure-all, but as a very 
valuable aid to recovery.

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Medical Legislation. 


The old subject of legislation is again 
to be thrashed over at Sacramento dur- 
ing the present session of the legisla- 
ture. It is a tiresome subject. A 
matter which is impossible to satisfy 
the profession or the laity. The prin- 
ciple of legislation may be all right, 
but the results are far from being satis- 
factory in protecting the people against 
pretentious pretenders. 

California has had a medical law 
since 1876, imposing fines and penal- 
ties for practicing medicine without a 
licence, yet today, there are more illegal 
practitioners in the State in proportion 
to population than previous to the en- 
actment of the law. The illegal prac- 
titioner, like the poor, is always with 
us. All kinds of fads flourish, not so 
much, from the support of the poor 
and ignorant, but from the patronage 
of the wealthy and intelligent. This 
is owing to the uncertainty of medicine. 
Could we prescribe with mathematical 
precision, there would be only one sys- 
tem of medicine. All pathies, isms and 
fads would be blended into one harmo- 
nious whole. | 

Legislation has always commenced at 
the wrong end. Under our present 
law a student attends a medical college 
forfour years. In the California Medi- 
cal College he must attend over 4000 
hours to get his diploma, and then a 
board of examiners can refuse him a 
license on technical questions which 
have no practical value to him as a prac- 
titioner of medicine. What we should 
have in this State and in every State 
is a Board of Examiners or Censors, to 


fulfilled their requirements. 


Colleges are carried out. 


supervise the Colleges and see that they 
The dip- 
loma should be the evidence of quali- 
fication. Then graduates could prac- 
tice osteopathy, hypnotism, Christian 
science or any other fad as long as they 
had the proper qualification. 

It is advocated by some that an 


academic degree should be a pre-requi- 


site to admission to a medical college. 
The possession of a literary title 1s no 
evidence of intelligence. There are 
many well educated men, who have had 


no university advantages. It is much 


easier today, to get a bogus A. B. than 
an M. D. 7 
The three great National Associa- 
tions have fixed the requirements for 
admission, attendance, and graduation. 
The Board of Examiners should see 
that the Curriculums oi the Medical 
Then there 
should be reciprocity between State 
and State.

Santonin to Relieve the Pain of Locomotor 
Ataxia. 


Drs. Combermal and De Chabert (in 
the Klinische Therap. Wochenschrift, IX, 
32) relate their satisfactory experience 
in relief of the pains of locomotor ataxia 
by giving a single 3-gr. dose of santonin 
once daily, the lancinating pains being 
promptly relieved, and future attacks 
prevented or favorably modified. Some-- 
times smaller doses are sufficient, but 
there is danger of stomach disagreement, 
and of ensuing gastric crises. The drug 
should never be given after vision be- 
comes yellow, though it may be read- 
ministered when this symptom disap- 
pears.—Medical Counc.

Bubonic Plague. 
About three years ago our Board of 
Health startled the community by an- 
nouncing that our city was infected with 


bubonic plague, and had it not been 


for the active part taken by Governor 
Gage the State would have been quaran- 
tined and our products of tree and vine 
rotted in the fields for want of market. 
I believe our Board of Health were 


honest in their opinion, but were reason- 


ing from wrong premises, The bubonic 
plague has existed for centuries in 
Eastern countries, Jt has a clinical 
history of symptoms and course, which 
are unmistakable. It is contagious and 
malignant in its character. 

A Japanese physician a few years ago 
claims to have discovered the bacillus 
which produces the disease, Our ama- 
teur bacteriologists claim to find the 
same bacillus, although they cannot al- 
ways distinguish it from the bacillus of 
pneumonia. 

Our scientists should take the other 
side of the question. We find the 
bacillus that you claim produces bu 


bonic plague, but you are wrong. Our 
cases do not present any of the clinical 
features of bubonic plague. No two 
cases have occurred in the same house. 
No Chinaman has ever carried the dis- 
ease to a white family. No epidemic 
has prevailed. The mortality in the 
so-called infected district is less than 


for previous years. Where then is the 


trouble? Itis simply a case of mistaken 
identity by our Board of Health. The 
plague that you have to discover with 
a microscope is not worth looking for.

Deaths at Different Hours. 


“In an investigation covering over 
three thousand cases in relation to the 
hour of death,” said a well-known phy- 
sician, who has been himself a student 


of the question, ‘it has been ascertained 


that the greater number die between 5 
and 6 o'clock in the morning, when the 
death rate is over 40 per cent. of the 
average; the next, during the hour 
before midnight, when the rule is about 


25 per cent. in excess. A third hour of 


excess 18 from 9 to 10 in the morning, 
when the rate is above 18 per cent. in 
excess. On the other hand the death rate 
between 10 and 3 p. m. is 16 per cent. 
below the average, the hour before 
noon being the most fatal. From 3 
o'clock until 7 in the evening the deaths 


rise to 5 per cent. above the average, 


and then fall from that hour to 11 p. m. 
From 9 to 11 o'clock at night there is 
a minimum of 6 per cent. below the 
mean average. ‘The least mortality is 
between 10 a. m. and 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, and the greatest during 
early morning hours, from 3 to 6 
o clock.”’— Washington Star.

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Surgical Hints. 


[From the International J ournal of Surgery,] 


In feeding a patient by the rectum 
it is a good plan to press rather firmly 
upon the anus for some time, say a 
quarter of an hour or more, after the 
injection has been given. This dimin- 
ishes irritability and naturally favors: 
retention, 


In the treatment of Colles’ fracture 
the question is not so much of what 
form of splint or dressing should be 
employed, as whether perfect reduction 


has been attained. Use anesthesia and 


the X-rays rather than leave the slight- 
est doubt in regard to this matter. 


It is a good general rule never to 
give whisky or other stimulants to a 
person who is bleeding, because it is 
apt to increase the hemorrhage and to 
augment the patient's excitement. 
Keep your stimulants away until after 
the bleeding has stopped, and they are 
often unnecessary by that time. 


In some cases of inoperable cancer of — 


the cervix severe pain sometimes occurs 
as a result of occlusion of the cervical 
canal. When this is the case it should 
be cleared out. Anesthesia is usually 
not necessary, but measures must be 
taken against the bleeding, which may 
be quite sharp and prolonged. 


It must be accepted as a fact that in 
cancer the younger the patient the more 
active and rapidly fatal the disease will 
be. Hence while the patient's youth 
may lead to disbelief in the presence of 
cancer, careful observation is necessary 
in suspicious cases, for unless prompt 
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interference takes place early in the 
disease, results are very rapidly dis- 
astrous. 


It is well known that in at least one- 
half of the fatal cases of burns, shock 
is the direct cause of death. Hence 
the treatment must not only be local 
for the traumatism, but must also be 
directed to allaying and preventing 
shock. Pain is a very important ele- 
ment in the production of this con-— 
dition, and the more thoroughly it can 
be relieved, the less will be the danger 
from shock. 


In early cases of cancer of the uterus, 
vagina and cervix there is usually no- 
bad odor. Hence the practitioner must 
not be led by its absence to diagnose a 
benign growth. Asa matter of fact, in 
the majority of cases, by the time that 
a bad odor has developed the patients 
are beyond the reach of surgical aid. 


Pain, wasting and cachexia are also 


late symptoms in this region, and only 
occur after the case is a hopeless one.

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The Accidents Of Anesthesia. 


Chloroform has a narrower zone of 
safety that ether. Its toxic effects are, 
as a rule, manifest at the time of ad- 
ministration. Ether is the cause of 
death in many cases through renal or 


pulmonary complications from hours to. 


days after the anesthesia. The late 
deaths due to chloroform are so rare as 


to render the factor practically of no 


importance. Chloroform is a more 
dangerous anesthetic than ether, and 
must be watched far more carefully. 
Chloroform kills more frequently 
through primary cardiac than respira- 
tory syncope, and the anesthetizer 
must watch constantly the decrease in 
volume and rapidity of the pulse, in- 
dicating the fall of blood-pressure and 
a slowing of the more shallow respi- 


ration. Chloroform syncope can 


avoided by keeping the head low, if 
possible turned to one side, keeping 
the jaw forward; watching the pulse, 
respiration, and pupil; keeping the 
patient's mind quiet, and keeping the 
chloroform well diluted with air. 
Kther rarely causes death through its 
immediate effects, but more frequently 
through its after-effects, such as pneu- 
monia and uremia. These complica- 
tions may be avoided by keeping the 
head lower than the level of the body, 
turned to one side, and not giving the 
ether in too concentrated a form; also 
by not keeping the patient on his back 
too long, and by relieving post-opera- 
tive tympanites as soon as possible. 
The contra-indications to the use of 
chloroform are myocarditis, pericardial 
adhesions, and non-compensated valvu- 


- lar disease. In all other forms of heart 


disease it may be given. It should not 
be given when the blood-pressure is 
too low or in status thymicus, or when 
a prolonged anesthesia is necessary. 
The pulmonary complications are rela- 
tively more frequent with local anes- 
thesia than if a general anesthetic is 
given. ‘They may be due to aspiration 


of mucus or food, or to hypostasis and 
to embolism. The latter is far more 


frequent than is ordinarily thought. 
These are to be avoided by exposing 
patients as little as possible. The 
writer recommends the use of heated 
operating tables; avoiding recumbent 
position and tympany; and, in order to 
avoid renal complications, a careful 


examination of the urine before anzs- © 


thesia. 

Artificial respiration, the method of 
Konig-Maas, or massage of the heart, 
rhythmical traction of the tongue, 
method of Prus, or direct exposure of 
the heart, and intravenous salt trans- 


fusion are recommended, but he prefers 
to begin with massage of the heart and 


rhythmical tractions of the tongue (16 
to 18 times a minute), D. N. Hisen-

Hydrotherapy in Pneumonia. 

Brieger (Zeitschrift fur dietatische und 
physikalische Therapie, Vol. V., Heft. 1) 
says that a rational system of combating 
pneumonia by means of hydrotherapy 
can only be perfected by a knowledge 
of the biological characteristics of the 
bacterium which causes the disease. 

The theoretical action of hydrother- 
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apy in pneumonia due to the invasion 
of various germs is the destruction of 
toxins, the promotion of the formation 


of antitoxins, the multiplication of leu- 


kocytes, and the presence of a greater 
amount of water in the blood; in other 
words acure by the methods of Nature. 
The author says that, inasmuch as 
pneumococci and streptococci are found 
in the blood in severe cases, these should 
be regarded as instances of sepsis, and 
should, therefore, be treated accord- 
ingly, i.e. , by means of baths, douches, 
alcohol, ete. Too cold baths. however, 
will drive the bacteria in the blood into 
the internal organs, and thus destroy 
the latter rapidly. In this way we may 
explain the symptoms of collapse fol- 
lowing the very cold baths that are 
given by some clinicians. Yet cold 
baths, in virtue of their stimulation to 
the processes of oxidation, destroy the 
toxic substances that thus circulate in 
the blood, provided, of course, that the 
inflammation has not involved a large 
portion of the lung. As the critical 
perspiration brings on the lowering of 
the temperature, it is well to promote 
this event by the use of mild hydro- 
therapeutic methods, such as the use of 
warm baths, and in children the dry 
pack is of great value and is well borne 
even by the weakest ones. In adults 
these procedures are not well applic- 
able, as they are very uncomfortable 
under this treatment. In old persons 
they should be avoided, as they may be 
even dangerous. In such cases packs 
about the breast with room-tempera- 
ture water are of benefit, and these are 
specially applicable in cases that com- 
plicate influenza. During the packs 


the patient should receive warm drinks 
and a moderate amount of alecohol.—

Suppurative Tubal and Ovarian Disease. 


The writer emphasizes the following 
points :— 

Gonorrhea is by far the most fre- 
quent cause of suppurative tubal and 
Ovarian disease. 

Vaginal puncture is dangerous and 
unsurgical. 

The mass should always be removed 
through an abdominal incision. 

Plain sterile water should be used in 
all abdominal operations. 

The use of mercury, permanganate, 
or any antiseptic, except alcohol, is 
unnecessary in the preparation of the 
operator or assistants, as cleanliness is 
the great point, and may be obtained 
by soap, water and brush, using many 
changes of water and anne. many 
minutes to scrub. 

Silk should be used in all tying 
within the abdominal cavity. 

An absolute differential diagnosis 
previous to operation is in the majority 
of cases impossible. _ 

The cases in which drainage is used 
usually do better than those not 
drained. 

The absolute avoidance of morphine, 
or any form of opium, before or after 
operation. 

The objections to operations are not 
founded on fact and there is not 
enough consensus of opinion that these 
suppurative conditions should always 
be operated upon.—J. J. G. Williams, 
Philadelphia Med. Jour., Nov. 8, 1902. 
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State Medical Boards. 


All thoughtful mew interested in the 
profession of medicine will admit that, 
as regards the methods of imparting 
instruction and fitting a student for 
the heavy responsibilities of protes- 
sional life, there may be some diversity 
of opinion, although the essential 
points of the curriculum are much the 
same in all our leading institutions. 
It is highly desirable that those enter- 


ing upon a course of medical study 


should have a sound preliminary edu- 
cation. Here again there is an opening 
for argument. All are not in accord as 
to studies which should be particularly 
followed in the scholastic course. It 
seems to be certain, however, that an 
acquaintance with physics, chemistry, 
and the fundamental principles of bi- 


ology is most in the line of prepara-— 


tion for the work of the medical 
student and practitioner. One great 
leading aim of all responsible for the 
training of medical students 1s to create 
in them the ability to be safe and intel- 
ligent practitioners at the bedside. 
All the branches of medical education 
should lead up to this end. 


The man who is fit to graduate from: 


a school of medicine should be quali- 
fied to begin the practice of medicine. 
It has of late years been judged well 
that the college examination should be 
followed by one before a board com- 
posed of members not in affihation with 
the colleges. Whether this require- 
ment is actually an improvement still 
admits of debate. Those who have 
been personally engaged in teaching 
for term after term cannot fail to form 


a substantially correct conception of the 


ability, application, and acquirements 


of their pupils. They have the oppor- 
tunity of learning that the most suc- 
cessful candidate before the examiners 
is not always really the best qualified 
to engage in the practice of medicine. 
Therefore, if there must be an examin- 
ation before a State board, by all means 


let it be such as will ascertain a man’s — 


fitness to diagnosticate and treat dis- 
ease. 


It is due to the candidates, the schools, 


and the profession at large that ques- 
tions propounded by the State board 


should have this character and object. 
Facts, however, do not justify us in tke 
belief that this is always the case. 
Being unconnected with teaching facul- 
tiles, examiners have, at least, lost one 
of the chief incitements to the incessant 
prosecution of individual studies and 
keeping pace with the advance guard 
of medical practice. It is not impossi- 
ble that some have become wedded to 
certain ideas which, not being widely 
published, known or accepted, are of 
necessity totally unknown to the aspir- 
ant for a license. Such questions 
should consequently have no place. |. It 
is not inconceivable that attention to 
the purely clerical duties of the positior 


should occupy much time that could be © 
more profitably applied to the purposes 


for which the board was primarily es- 
tablished. 

Thoughts of this tenor have long 
been familiar to our mind. Some con 
clusions which may be drawn from such 
premises are sufficiently obvious. i. 
have been much pleased, therefore, ir 
reading an able address upon the sub- 
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if 


ject by Dr. Aloysius O. J. Kelly, of Phil- 
adelphia, delivered at the fifty-second 
annual meeting of the Medical Society 
of the State of Pennsylvania. held at 
Allentown last September. Dr. Kelly 
touches upon the very gist of the matter 
when he cites quite a number of very 
remarkable and perfectly useless ques- 
tions which have been asked the candi- 
dates, and failure to answer which may 
cost them their license to practice. 


Questions of this kind are vexatious in > 


- Many ways. Ideas and terms are some- 
times brought up which long ago be- 
came obsolete in medical’ literature. 
With questions framed upon such prin- 
ciples it is easy to reject perfectly well 
qualified men. 
to reject examiners of one State if they 
should appear before the board of 
another commonwealth. Dr. Kelly aptly 
states that all the questions should be 
selected with judicious discrimination, 
and especially with a view to achieve 
the ends for which the State medical 
boards were instituted, and that the 
examination in the 
branches should be confined strictly to 
the applied or practical aspects of these 
subjects. Another good point he makes

They argued that such a body should 
not be constituted for the purpose of 
harassing applicants, and that they 
were willing to use their influence with 
their legislators to have the board sup- 
pressed. This openly expressed senti- 
ment is assuredly indicative of a 
widely-spread irritation.

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Tumors Destroyed by Injections of Boiling 
Water. 


Dr. John A. Wyeth, of this city, 
gives, in a recent issue of the New York 
Medical Journal, the details of his prac- 
tical experience during the past two 
years, and his marked success in treating 
tumors with injections of boiling water. 
He promises a more extended report of 
his work at the next meeting of the 
American Medical Association, at New 
Orleans, in May. Dr. Wyeth Says: 

“The quantity of water employed 
and the temperature should vary with 
the size and character of the tumor. 
In the arterial and venous tumors of 
large size, the needle is thrust deeply 


into the mass, and from thirty to sixty 


minims of water are injected. The 
needle is then withdrawn from one-half 
of an inch to an inch, and the opera- 
tion of injecting the boiling water is 
continued until the entire tumor is 
solidified. 


“The water should be hot enough to 


coagulate the blood and the albumin- 
oids of the tissues immediately, but it 
should not be forced in so extremely 
hot and under such pressure as to scald 
and produce a necrosis of the skin.”’ 


Three forms of vascular tumors were 


treated by Dr. Wyeth—the arterial, the 
capillary, and the venous. In operat- 


ing on what are known as “mother’s 


marks” on the eyelid, nostril or margin 
of the lip, he employs a small instru- 
ment with a delicate needle. In these 
cases the water used is a little below 
the boiling point. Small quantities of 
water are injected, and the operation 
is repeated after a week or ten days. 


In larger tumors the water is kept at 
the boiling point while the injections 
are being made. For this purpose he 
has devised a long metal instrument, 
under the barrel of which, while the 
operation is in progress, a Bunsen 
burner is held, thus maintaining the 


_ high temperature of the water in the 


barrel of the syringe. _ 

During the treatment the patient is 
put under the influence of narcotics. 
Dr. Wyeth adds that in no instance in 
his experience did any painful symp- 
toms or septic reaction occur.—-The 


Medical Times, 


The Indications for Trephining in the Oere- 
bral Hemorrhage of Whooping-Vough. 
Loewy says that the cerebral hemor- 

rhages occurring in this disease some- 


times fall within the jurisdiction of the 


surgeon. This is the case when there 
are pronounced symptoms of cerebral 
irritation and when the sudden appear- 
ance of the nervous disturbances points 
to extensive extradural, subdural, or 
cortical hemorrhage. Under these con- 
ditions, so long as there are no distinct 
pressure symptoms, the pulse remains 
good, and the condition is not becom- 
ing steadily more serious, it is prefer- 
able to wait. Hemorrhages, especially 
subdural, may be completely a sorbed, 
and symptoms of circumscribed bleed- 
ing may be produced through capillary 
hemorrhages into the cortex, or simple 
edema, and even entirely negative "1+ )p- 
gies are on record with such symptoius. 
If, on the other hand, the condition 
becomes aggravated, and especially if 


the pulse is that of intracranial pressure, 
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trephining is indicated as in any other 
form of intra or extradural hemorrhage. 


The longer the time that has elapsed 


since the onset of the symptoms, the 
less chance is there of operation being 
needed. Lumbar puncture is always 
indicated, and should be done early, 
since it is harmless, gives valuable 
diagnostic data, and diminishes intra- 
cranial tension if present.— Deutsche 
Zeiischrift fur Chirurgie. 


The Heart in Diphtheria. 


There can be no doubt about the - 


statement (Chas. Bolton, Edinburgh 
Medical Journal) that “cardiac failure 


is one of the most important as well as 


the commonest of the toxic effects of 
diphtheria.” <A large percentage of 
patients have signs of cardiac failure 


at some period or other of the disease, 


and death during the acute toxic stage 


unless due to an accidental cause, as 


asphyxia, is invariably the result of 
primary cardiac failure. 
During convalescence its superven- 


tion is usually associated with the 


presence of some form of post-diphthe- 
ritic paralysis, and it may be secondary 
to or accelerated by some strain, or 
shock. In this stage it is not so uni- 
formly fatal, as during the acute toxic 
period. It must, however, be remem- 
bered that sudden death from syncope 
may occur at any stage, though its 
supervention, when convalescence is 
established, is always referable to some 
strain. 

In the non-fatal cases of heart failure 
the evidence consists of irregularity or 
intermittence of the pulse, with or with- 


out the physical signs of dilatation of 
the heart; at the same time there 1s 
usually increased rapidity or slowing 
of the pulse. With regard to the pulse 
Dr. Bolton comes to the following con- 
clusions: 

1. It alters considerably both in de- 
eree of irregularity and in 
during the twenty-four hours. 

2. These changes occur frequently, 
and often at very short intervals. 

3. On the whole the irregularity is 
most marked at night. 

4. As arule, when the pulse becomes 
irregular there is a diminution in its 
frequency, but this rule is by no means 


absolute. 


5. The irregularity coming on in the 


acute stage is a primary affection, but 


is, nevertheless, greatly affected by 
strain. 

6. The irr egularity does iit conform 
to any type. 

7. As a rule the patient appears 
quite well and suffers no inconvenience 
or distress on account of the heart fail- 
ure. — Medical Chronicle pus

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Mastoid Operation. 


Indications for the Performance of | 


the Mastoid Operation. By Wilham 
C. Braislin, M. D. (Medical News, Dec. 
27th).—The author divides mastoid 
disease into acute, subacute and chronic. 
The symptoms of each of these con- 
ditions are given, and the report of a 
case illustrating the acute and subacute 
varieties. The following symptoms are 
those of greatest significance in leading 
one to undertake an immediate opera- 
tion. 1. Pain continuous and severe, 
making sleep impossible and radiating 
upward along the side of the head to 
the vertex, backward to the occiput, or 
more rarely forward to the frontal re- 
gion; 2. the temperature, even in chil- 
dren, does not often keep to a high 
point after the first day of acute illness, 


but is often markedly irregular. 3. A 


falling of the posterior superior wall 
of the external auditory canal. This is 
caused by cedema of the periosteum and 
tissues over the mastoid cells, or it may 
be due to actual burrowing of pus. It 
is possible to mistake this condition 
for a furuncle of the canal, and vice 
versa. 4. Tenderness over the mastoid 
is the rule in cases calling for opera- 
tion, but there are exceptions. Other 
severe symptoms may be present, point- 
ing to perforation of the tegmen tym. 
pani. Some operators go to the ex- 
treme of believing that an exploratory 
mastoidectomy is justified at any time. 
But the author believes that most of 
us would prefer conservatism if it were 
a question of our own mastoids. On 
the other hand, in the quiescent 
states of chronic mastoid suppuration,

Spinal Localization by Symptoms. 


Taylor (Med. News) mentions the 
symptoms of vertebral disease, which 
vary with the region affected.
